Adopt Platform 


The platform also had been adopt- 


ed by acclamation and without de- 
bate, after the long discussion in com- 
mittee. It attacked many New Deal 
measures, but promised to .provide 
farm aid, insure 
adequate : relief 


through state administration, and en- 
act an old-age pension law. 


It also advocated balancing the bud- 


get by reducing expenditures and not 
by taxation. It copied exactly the 
words of the 1932 Democratic platform 
in espousing "a sound currency," but 
omitled mention of the gold standard, 
and suggested that the states could 
constitutionally set up minimum wage 
law. 


It was in reference to the two latter 


planks that Governor Landon tele- 
graphed his views to the convention. 
He pledged himself to abide by the 
platform, however, and added his own 
views as explanatory rather than con- 
tradictory of the wording of the party 
declaration of principles. 


Shortly before the' 
platform 
was 


adopted, formcr President Hoover tel- 
egraphed the California delegation ob- 
jection of omission to a more direct 
pledge to gold.

Text: Luke 23:33-46 


Tlirough the garden of Gcthscmanc 


we must follow Jesus to Calvary and 
the tragedy of the cross. When it be- 
came evident that the cup would not 
pass, but that He would have to drink 
it to the last drop, the spirit of Jesus 
seemed to find a new courage and a 
new calm through communion with 
the Father and through the conscious- 
ness that, even in the acceptance of 
a cruel death, He was fulfilling the 
Father's will. 


It was, indeed, true that He could 


not save Himself, if He were to ful- 
fill His mission. 


If it seems hard to go with any 


reality the full length of this way to 
the cross, we should remember that 
a gentle mother who loved her" Son 
went all the way; that she might be 
with Him in His dying hour. 


In the description of those who stood 


by the cross in the hour of His death, 
we are told that the mother of Jesus 
was there. How much that tells us 
concerning Mary and the spirit of 
that woman 
whose 
privilege and 


honor it was to give birth to the Babe 
of Bethlehem! 


She had treasured the token and 


prophecies of His prophetic mission, 
nnd through her 
heart .must have 


been crushed with woe as .she, beheld 
her Son on the cross, there also must 
have been some ray of hope and some 
courage o f ' f a i t h that took her there 
to share His agony. 


I have referred to the vividness of 


the picture of Christ In the garden of 
Gcthiemarie, and' surely one must say 
the same for the story of the cruci- 
fixion. It, also, is expressed in a few 
sentences; but no. story of 'modern 
times ever has surpassed in reality the 
record of these few words. 


What a striking incident is this, of 


the 
two balcfactors on crosses on 


cither side of Jesus; and how beau- 
til'ul Ihe reality of Christ's salvation 
comes to'light in the consciousness of 
one man that he has found peace and 
.salvation as lie expiates his mis-deeds! 


There is a suggestion, also, of the 


terror ti\at 
attended the 
hour of 


Christ's death, as darkness came over 
the land and the veil of the temple 
was rent in twain. And in what sim- 
ple, 
appalling words- does the story 


come to an end, with the Master cry- 
inc aloud. "Father, into Thy hands I 
commend My Spirit."

TJAUGHTER of a Prussian field 
'*-' marshal, Catherine of Anhalt- 
Zerbst was determined to become 
a thorough Russian, when, in 1745, 
at the age of 15, she married 
Peter, nephew and heir to the Em- 
press Elizabeth. 
To master the 


Russian 
language, she got up 


many a night and walked the floor 
barefoot, repeating her lessons. 


Peter III soon depended on 


Catherine for his decisions, so 
much so that he called her "Ma- 
dame La Ressource." But often 
.he. would insult and kick her. In 
1762 he was dethroned and Cath- 
erine became empress. His death 
was said to be due to "apoplexy." 


As empress, Catherine was one 


of the most- resourceful and de- 
termined rulers of Russia. But the 
peasants' lot became worse and 
rebellions were numerous. 
She 


crushed them all, making life 
more miserable for the poor, while 
she lavished countless wealth on 
her numerous lovers. 
After 34 


years of rule, Catherine died in 
1796, of apoplexy, this time real.

Summer Pastures 


Having n satisfactory1 summer pas- 


ture for dairy cows is no ensy mat- 
ter, and it does not just happen. A 
plentiful supply o fsummcr pasture is 
one of the most essential things in 
maintaining high summer production 
at low cost. Consequently, careful 
plannoj^g for the summer pasture will 
pay high dividends. 


Permanent pastures and early spring 


seeded postures were somewhat dam* 
aged by the Into freeze and by lack of 
rainfall this spring. This makes it 
more important than ever to sow an 
Mncrgency summer pasture crop. It 
t not too late to plant such crops ns 
Sudan Grass for pasture, nnd sor- 
ghums to be cut and fed green. 


Sudan Grass should be planted on 


medium or better soil on a well-pro- 
lared seed bed. It may be broadcast, 
drilled solid with grain drill, or in 
rows with a planter. No cultivation is 
necessary where it Is broadcast solid. 


Sudan will usually be knee high 


n 4 to fi weeks which is the proper 
icight to start pasturing. The amount 
of moisture and (he fertility of the 
oil will determine the rapidity and 
he amount of; growth. Sudan grass 
hould not be allowed to produce seed 
as seed 
production 
limits 
further 


growth. It is a good practice to mow 
the crop when heads appear if it is not 
pastured closely enough to prevent 
heading. 


Gram sorghum will make n Rood 


«reen crop to cut and feed each day 
after the heads begin to appear. These 
soiling crops arc more trouble to fcced 
than a pasture crop, but they will 
grow more successfully on land that 
is low in fertility and the cost of 
seeding is lower. 


Emergency crops arc profitable for 


maintainnig milk production during 
hot weather when many other pas- 
ture crops suffer from 
unfavorable 


weather. 


Ground Limestone 


Farmers who want to grow lime- 


loving crops will appreciate the fact 
that the application to crop land of 
ground limestone, or its equivalent, is 
approved by the Soil Conservation 
Program as a soil-building practice, 
and qualifies a, farmer to receive a 
grant not to exceed his soil-building 
allowance. 


It is specified in the regulations, that 


to qualify 
for 
payment, limestone 


must bej applied to soil conserving 
crops or pastures and must be ap- 
plied in 1936 before October 31. 


The rate of payment per acre de- 


pends on the rate of application, be- 
ing 70 cents for each 1000 pounds up 
to 4000 pounds. 


Farmers who are planning to plant 


alfalfa in September will want to con- 
-sodcr whether or not their soil needs 
lime, and horn much. If lime is need- 
ed for alfalfa (in most cases it is) it 
is better Id apply it several weeks 
before planting the alfalfa and har- 
ro wit into the soil. 


Other forms of lime besides ground 


limeatono may bo used, such n* burnt 
llmf nnd hydfale'd lime. If these are 
used smaller amounts per acre are 
needed to get the same results. Six 
hundred pounds of burnt lime or 700 
pounds of hydratcd llmo Is equivalent 
to 1000 pounds of ground limestone.
